School, in Rochester, N. Y., on Thursday, May 15th, 1941.

Prayer was offered by Dr. Eugene C. Carder of New York, N. Y. 

The reading of the minutes of the previous meeting was omitted by 
unanimous consent, because they had been circulated in printed form. 
The Treasurer of the Society, Mr. Carson, and the President of the 
Divinity School, Dr. Beaven, each presented his annual report in printed 
form, both of which were approved upon vote.

THE ANNUAL REPORT TO THE BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES

To the Members of the Board of Trustees of the Baptist 
Education Society of the State of New York: 


Gentlemen : 

if presenting this my twelfth annual report as President of The 
Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, I am glad to say that we have 

had a splendid year, the enrollment of 131 equalling the high record 

we set the year before. The year has been marked by good co-opera- 

tion on the part of both Faculty and students. 

Obviously the problems precipitated for students by the Selective 
Service Act have affected us although not so seriously as in many 
other institutions. We had a number of meetings with our young 
men prior to October 16, giving them the detailed information on the 
meaning and method of the Act. They asked questions and discussed 
the normal steps to take. All of them registered although a few of 
them asked to be classified as Conscientious Objectors. It is to be 
expected that the Act will affect the attendance at theological schools 
this next year. Men who were in college when the Act was passed— 
and are called prior to their entrance on their studies within a regular 
theological school—will have to serve their regular period of prepara- 
tion, although the decision definitely lies with the local draft board 
with which the man is registered, and it apparently is possible for 
them to exempt men preparing for the ministry; but the probabilities 
are that most men so situated will not be exempted. 

Several of our graduates have applied and been accepted in the 
Chaplains Corps of the Army and Navy. 

The students have been active during the year on various projects 
in aid of youth in the countries devastated by war. In the fall a 
special fund was raised for Chinese and European students and in 
the spring children in devastated areas of Europe and the work of the 
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American Friends Service Commission were aided. A committee has 
also been serving the refugees who are being placed in this city by The 
American Committee for Christian Refugees. 


Broadcasting 


Radio is steadily developing in its relation to the life of the minister. 
Our students are preparing to make use of it in their future work. 
They have carried on one of the regular programs of broadcasted 
addresses for the Federation of Churches during this past year. An 
additional invitation has come from a larger station inviting the stu- 
dents and Faculty to participate in a more important series of broad- 
casts during the next year. It is our expectation to buy further equip- 
ment which will enable the men to practice here on the use of the 
broadcasting voice and other useful techniques. 


Montgomery House 


One feature in the life of the School to which I have not made 
reference in my previous annual reports has to do with the contacts 
Mrs. Beaven and I have with the students in the Montgomery House. 
Obviously, one of our objectives is acquaintance and fellowship, but 
in addition there is the desire to break down the sense of formality 
which prevents the students from getting the most out of their campus 
contacts. We further secure an insight into the way the courses are 
affecting the student life, come to know tensions which exist and are 
thus able both to stimulate and guide in the intellectual and personal 
problems which are normal to the growing mental life of students in 
a graduate theological school. 

As a result of our experience, we lessened the size of the groups 
and increased the number of these social occasions. All members 
of each class in the School are invited to the Montgomery House 
twice during the year. They come not as a whole class, but in groups 
of twelve to fourteen. This size group gives a fine opportunity for 
discussion on some definite subject and for closer acquaintance on 
the part of the President and his wife with the young men. 

It has been interesting to note the increasing freedom with which 
the students have been willing to express themselves, the sincerity, 
and courage with which they have disclosed their problems. These 
contacts have often enabled us to follow up individual situations with 
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more intimate conferences. Though usually the “Cocoa parties,’ as 
we call the more informal of these class groups are given partly to 
discussion and partly to games, at times the discussions become so 
interesting that games are entirely forgotten. 


In addition to the regular class groups, we have entertained the 
Seniors at formal dinners each year—again in small groups—and have 
gained from them many valuable hints as to student reaction to the 
general work of the School. At tea time, individual students and their 
friends often come informally to discuss special situations. 


The Coterie, an organization for the wives of the married students 
and for our women students, meets monthly at the homes of the wives 
of the Faculty. This group serves both social and educational needs. 
Mrs. Beaven has recently instituted some “know your Community” 
teas at the Montgomery House and has presented to the group some 
of the leaders of the community who describe the activities of their 
respective organizations showing the type of co-operative service which 
a minister’s wife can give. 

There are a good many occasions when members of the Faculty par- 
ticipate formally or informally in larger social gatherings at the house 
when they are invited to meet others of the city who are interested 
in the coming of a new professor or to meet some distinguished guest 
of the community. It is our privilege also to contact the Alumni and the 
parents of our students at the time of the spring Convocation and at 
Commencement. I take this opportunity to record our pleasure and 
satisfaction in having smaller groups of the Faculty and Trustees 
for dinner and a social evening. It is our hope that the President’s 
residence can have an ever widening usefulness for the School and 
the Community and thus fulfill the purposes in the minds of Mr. and 
Mrs. Montgomery, the donors. 


Student Counseling 


While the informal contacts in the President’s Home make friendly 
personal approach more normal, we have also steadily increased the 
more complete service of counseling through the Faculty which would 
be natural in the guidance of young men for professional leadership 
on a campus such as ours. We realize that in the preparation of men 
for the ministry it is necessary that they strive to understand not only 
the intellectual problems of life, but understand their own emotional 
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tensions and disturbances, learning how to allow for them and control 
them. 


Our counseling program is under the control of a comittee of Faculty 
members. Professor Baker has particular responsibility in giving vari- 
ous tests and their interpretation. When the students first come we 
use what is known as the Thurstone Personality Schedule. This is 
given to all new students during Orientation week, and enables both 
us and them to understand a little better some of their reactions to 
situations which arise. Next fall we shall extend it by giving the 
Strong Vocational Interest Tests which will help us to know a man’s 
aptitudes which are favorable to professional success in the ministry. 

We have this year used the Allport Ascendance Submission Reaction 
Study for our second year men before advancing them to Senior stand- 
ing. This throws light on their personal qualifications to respond to 
leadership opportunities. 

These tests we recognize to be only partial as sources of information, 
but they constitute one of several ways in which we attempt to help 
the student to understand himself, and help us to co-operate more in- 
telligently with him. In the case of each student who desires it, the 
tests are followed up by the professor, with the interpretation of the 
data in his particular case. Most students welcome the opportunity 
and some instances of growth and adjustment during the period of 
student residence have been quite noticeable. Conscious of the possible 
imperfection of data secured through tests, we are naturally critical 
of our own methods, but are accumulating material which we believe 
will make our service to the student increasingly useful. 


Faculty 


The work of the classrooms has proceeded through the year on the 
usual high plane interrupted only slightly by sickness. As recorded 
last year, Dr. Vichert closed his work with the end of last year, and 
Dr. James Morrison took his place. I record decided satisfaction with 
the progress which he has made during his first year on the campus 
and the work he is doing in The Woelfkin Chair of Preaching. Prior 
to his coming he spent considerable time visiting the various theological 
institutions in the country which are dealing with the field of homiletics, 
and has been able to bring to his classroom work the results of the 
observations made in that field. 
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Dr. Robins and Dr. Parsons close their work at the end of this 
school year, and I want to pay my tribute to the very valuable con- 
tributions which they both have made to the students, to the Faculty, 
and to the work of the Institution in general. Professor Robins came 
to us in 1913, and has, therefore, given twenty-eight years of his life 
to the Divinity School. Before coming here, he had been acting pro- 
fessor of Systematic Theology in the Berkeley Baptist Theological 
Seminary, and had spent two years as a Fellow of the Rochester 
Theological Seminary at The University of Chicago. During the first 
ten years of his work here he was professor of Religious Education 
and The History and Philosophy of Religion and Missions. Since 
that time he has occupied the chair of The History and Philosophy of 
Religion and Missions. Dr. Robins’ contribution during the years has 
been of the highest character, not only because of his scholarship but 
because of the impact of his Christian personality. His loyalty and 
co-operative spirit and devotion to the cause of the Kingdom of God 
everywhere, and particularly as represented in the Divinity School, 
have been a source of joy to all with whom he has come in contact. 

Dr. Parsons joined the Faculty in 1914. For the first four years 
he was Huntley Professor of the English Bible and Biblical Language. 
In 1918 he became Trevor Professor of New Testament Interpretation, 
the chair which he has held ever since. He has contributed greatly 
to the strength and life of the School in all its phases. His scholarship 
is of a very high order. He has written several books, his outstanding 
one being The Religion of the New Testament, published in 1939. He 
has worked unstintingly on the various committees of the Faculty and 
contributed in creative fashion through the years to the ongoing life 
of the Institution. 

Both of these gentlemen have written themselves into the lives and 
minds of their students, and these Alumni will constitute a living monu- 
ment to their service. 

It is to be hoped that Dr. Robins may be able to put into book form 
the results of his extensive studies and thinking during these years as 
presented in the classroom, and also to collect some of his splendid 
poetry which all who know it consider to be of a very high order. 

Pursuant to the call extended at last year’s Board meeting, Dr. James 
R. Branton of the Department of Religion of the University of Oregon 
will begin his work with us at the opening of next School year. During 
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the summer Dr. Branton will be in residence working on the courses he 
will teach in the fall and he will also teach in our Summer Conference. 

As agreed by the Board when Dr. Nixon was elected professor, he 
will have the second half of this coming year for special study in the 
field of Philosophy and Religion, prior to taking over some of the 
work in the field of The Philosophy of Religion which has been carried 
by Dr. Robins. During this last year his new book on Protestantism’s 
Hour of Decision has been published. 

Professor Moehlman was one of the founders of the Conference 
on Science, Philosophy and Religion held in New York City, September 
10, at which distinguished men in all three of the fields met to present 
the values of their fields as they bore on the subject of democracy. 
Dr. Moehlman broadcast over one of the New York stations an ex- 
position of the function of religion in relation to the democratic way 
of life. He contributed also an extensive series of articles on the 
same subject to Church Management, preparing it as a basis for study 
courses to be used by pastors in the churches. 

At the biennial meeting of the American Association of Theological 
Colleges and Seminaries at Lexington, Kentucky, I was elected Presi- 
dent of that organization for the present biennium. The School was 
also recognized by Colby College in Waterville, Maine, in June 1940, 
by conferring the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity on me. 

I gave two weeks, one in October and one in March, to work with 
the National Christian Mission carried on by the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America. 

I have had the opportunity during the year of visiting groups of our 
Alumni in Virginia in connection with their state convention ; in Pitts- 
burgh; in Michigan; in Cleveland; and will shortly visit the Alumni 
in Wisconsin and at the Northern Baptist Convention in Wichita. 
Dr. Nixon spoke to our Alumni gathering in New York City. 

I have visited the following colleges in interviewing prospective stu- 
dents: William Jewell College, University of Missouri, Shurtleff Col- 
lege, University of Wisconsin, Franklin College, Kalamazoo College, 
Denison University, Bucknell, Cornell, the University of Richmond, 
Duke University, and Wake Forest College. 

The committee on publications of which Dr. Ewell is chairman has 
brought out A Supplement to the General Catalogue of 1930, during 
this past year, thus bringing up to date the information about our 
Alumni who are scattered all over the world. While it appears in 
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abbreviated form in contrast to the General Catalogue of 1930, never- 
theless it represents a very large amount of work and we are greatly 
indebted to Dr. Ewell for his painstaking supervision of that enter- 
prise, and to Miss Houston for much of the details. In a sense this 
represented Miss Houston’s final contribution to the work of our office 
as she closed her service with us on the first of January. I here ex- 
press our appreciation of her long and devoted service. 


Committee on Curriculum 


At the last meeting of the Faculty a committee on Curriculum was 
created and given a five-year tenure of office. Five members of the 
Faculty were appointed to this committee, three of the younger men and 
two from the older group. This committee of five was commissioned 
to make a most careful study of our curriculum in the light of con- 
temporary educational knowledge and a restudy of the minister’s task. 
The committee was asked also to give careful considerations to the 
readjustments which are necessary in the light of our changing teach- 
ing staff. This committee will include Dr. Baker, Dr. Morrison and 
Dr. Branton from the newer members of the staff, Dr. Moehlman 
and Dr. Ewell from those who have been here for a longer period 
of time, with the President serving as an ex officio member. 


Losses by Death 


During the School year we have lost by death several of those who 
have been closely connected with the Institution. On March fourth 
occurred the death of Mr. Charles M. Thoms. Since the year 1908 
he has been a member of our Board and since 1910 has been a member 
of the Executive Committee. Mr. Thoms’ interest in and service to 
the Divinity School through the years have been well known to us all. 
He was particularly helpful in securing the present site on which these 
buildings stand, and rendered a very unique service in that regard. In- 
dependent of thought and willing to stand alone if need be, Mr. Thoms 
contributed to our discussions a point of view which forced careful 
consideration of all subjects in which he was interested. Resolutions 
on the death of Mr. Thoms were adopted by the Executive Committee, 
spread on the minutes, and a copy sent to Mrs. Thoms. 


Mr. Arthur M. Harris, an honorary vice-president of the Baptist 
Education Society since the year 1928, died on March 27. While Mr. 
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Harris had not been able to be very active in relation to the Society, 
his good will and, on certain occasions, his counsel have been of great 
assistance. The President, on behalf of the Society, wrote to Mrs. 
Harris, recording our deep appreciation of the contribution Mr. Harris’ 
had made and expressing our sympathy with Mrs. Harris and the 
family. 

On Tuesday, April 8, we were notified of the death of Mrs. Walter 
Betteridge, widow of Dr. Walter Betteridge, Professor of Hebrew 
Language and Literature at the Rochester Theological Seminary from 
1892 to 1916. Mrs. Betteridge had lived here in the city since Dr. 
Betteridge’s death. As in the case of Mr. Thoms, the funeral service 
was held in the Divinity School chapel. 

For a second time this year the circle of our Trustees and Executive 
Committee was broken by the death of Mr. Arthur Castle, which oc- 
curred on May 2, 1941. Mr. Castle became a member of the Board 
of Trustees in the year 1930, and a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee in the year 1935. His service was marked by a high quality 
of devotion. He gave the best he had to the work of the School. In 
committee assignments he took time to know the facts in any situation 
and gave his judgment only after careful inquiry. A man of the highest 
Christian character, he brought honor to our Board and to the cause 
of Christian education which it represents. Both Mr. Arthur Castle 
and his brother, Mr. Kendall Castle, have made a different but very 
important contribution to our work. The sons of Dr. John Harvard 
Castle, the distinguished educator of Canada, they have carried on 
his educational interests in the service they have rendered. Mr. Arthur 
Castle was Vice-president and Purchasing Agent of the Wilmot Castle 
Company, makers of surgical instruments and sterilizers. He had been 
long active in the Baptist Temple and was recently honored by four 
hundred members of that church who gathered to celebrate his fifty- 
four years of service, fifty years of which he had served as a Trustee, 
and five years as a member of the Board of Deacons. 

The President wrote to Mr. Castle’s daughters expressing the sym- 
pathy of the Board and our appreciation of the splendid life and service 
of their father. 


Summer Conference 


We are to hold a Summer Conference on the campus of the Divinity 
School from August 25 to September 5. This will be a Conference

for pastors, and was authorized by the Board at the last Annual 
meeting. This gives us an opportunity to render a service which we 
believe is indicated by our location and the nature of the assets which 
the Institution represents. 

A committee of the Faculty has the matter in charge with the co- 
operation of an advisory committee comprised of Bishop Charles W. 
Flint of the Methodist Episcopal Church, Dr. Howard Yergin, Synodical 
Clerk of the Presbyterian Church, Dr. Robert Bruce, Secretary of the 
Congregational Church, and Dr. Roy Williamson, Secretary of the 
New York State Baptist Convention. These men advise with us in 
connection with the program. It is hoped that if this Conference is 
successful it may become an annual feature on the campus of the School. 

We would appreciate it if any member of our Board should care 
to provide a number of summer scholarships of fifteen dollars each, 
to help pay the expenses of men from rural and underpaid parishes, 
to attend the Conference. 


Extra-mural Work 


The following items from the report of Dr. Morrison as director of 
extra-mural work will be of interest: 42 of our men are serving as 
student pastors, 27 in Baptist, 7 in Congregational, 6 in Methodist, 
3 in Community, 3 in Presbyterian, and 2 in Friends, churches. The 
membership of these student churches is 5545, the total additions to 
their memberships during this last year are 334, of these 129 came 
by baptism, 87 by experience, and 118 by letter. Approximately 8,000 
pastoral calls have been made by the students during the year. 

In addition to the men who work as actual pastors of churches, there 
are many who serve as student assistants and young people’s leaders. 
47 such students have reported. Widely scattered in denominational 
allegiance are the churches they serve, 9 working in Baptist churches, 
9 in Presbyterian, 7 in Methodist, 4 in Lutheran, 3 in Congregationalist, 
2 in Universalist, 3 in Evangelical, and one each in four or five other 
denominational groups. To all these men we extend as much super- 
vision as possible. To the men working as student pastors, Dr. Mor- 
rison and other members of the Faculty have made visits, talking with 
the members of the church and counseling later with the student on 
that particular service. 74 such Faculty visits have been made. Dis- 
cussion conferences are held from time to time to which student pastors 
bring their problems and there talk them over with the professors. 
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Each man who is working as a student assistant has first of all 
the supervision of the pastor with whom he works. Such a pastor 
is supposed to have a weekly conference with the student. Once or 
twice a year we have a meeting at the School with the pastors who 
are acting as student advisors and go over with them the work of 
advising and the ways in which they can be of assistance to the 
students. We also meet with the students alone to discuss the prob- 
lems which rise in their various positions as pastor’s assistants. Our 
attempt is, of course, to make this whole field of service clinically edu- 
cational in its relation to the classroom work. 

It is our hope to accumulate about each student, during the three 
years he is here, facts which will give us a basis for an honest judg- 
ment as to his ability and which will provide material when we rec- 
ommend him to the churches. The observations collected by seeing 
him in his actual leadership contacts form an important part of this 
data. 


Library 


Professor Trost, who is Librarian and Curator of the Museum, sub- 
mits the following data which I would like to bring to your attention. 
The Library accessions for the past year amounted to 1283, our Foreign 
periodicals and book importations have naturally dropped decidedly due 
to the war. 2476 books were marked during the year and in addition 
114 periodicals were checked, boxed, labelled and shelved, and 65 
volumes of denominational periodicals were sewed and bound in red 
rope board covers in our own work room. The circulation of books 
this year shows an increase over last year. 

The use of our Alumni Lending Library has increased fifty per cent 
over the past year. Our Alumni are evidently appreciating this service 
and making extensive use of it. 


Exhibits 


With the co-operation of the Department of the Rural Church, a 
display of literature on the share croppers was placed in the foyer 
of the Library. An archaeological exhibit was prepared prior to the 
Spring Convocation which supplemented the Ayer Lectures delivered by 
Dr. William F. Albright. Many of the objects displayed came from 
Tell Beit Mirsim, one of the sites in which Dr. Albright himself had

done extensive excavation. The pottery fragments and Roman glass 
on deposit with the Library came as a loan from Dr. George R. Berry, 
formerly professor of Old Testament Languages and Literature on 
this staff. 


Fellowships 


During the past year the following men have held our fellowships:

Mr. Kenneth Leroy Maxwell in Yale University 


Mr. Merrill Mead Parvis and Mr. Eric Lane Titus in the University 
of Chicago. 


Special mention should be made of the fact that the University of 
Chicago Press is to publish, largely at its own expense, a book based 
upon the material in the thesis of one of the men who held our fellow- 
ships during 1939-41. We refer to Mr. Winthrop Hudson who grad- 
uated here in 1937 and who was awarded his doctorate at the University 
of Chicago this year. From the comments made upon his thesis we 
quote the following: “Mr. Winthrop Hudson’s study of John Ponet 
is an extremely valuable account of the thought and the career of a 
very significant and much neglected sixteenth century theorist. The 
author relates Ponet carefully to his age and to the events which in- 
fluenced his thought and has skilfully avoided that subtly dangerous 
pitfall into which so many recent historians have slipped—a study of 
political theory in vacuo. And he has given a particularly good picture 
of the intellectual ‘climate’ of Cambridge and of its far-flung influence. 

This study is well worth publication and should be a valuable 
addition, not only to the literature of political theory, but as a contribu- 
tion to the religious history of England and the background of English 
Puritanism.”

The Faculty also recommend that graduate scholarships shall be 
granted to the following men: 


Cecil Hobbs, in the amount of $150, for study at this Divinity School. 

William C. Walzer, in the amount of $200. This sum has been 
supplemented by $200 from the Methodists of this area, Mr. 
Walzer being a member of that church 


also, that 


Everett L. Perry be designated as a Graduate Scholar on the Rausch- 
enbusch Foundation, for study at the University of Chicago, in 
the general subject of “The Drift of Urban Populations,” with 
a stipend of $400 


and that 


Kenneth A. Roadarmel be designated a Graduate Scholar on the 
same Foundation with a stipend of $200 to enable him to pursue 
a course of study at Cornell University, in Rural Sociology es- 
pecially related to the rural church. 


In the last two cases it was prescribed by the Faculty that copies 
of the resulting theses be deposited in the Library of this Divinity 
School, and that both holders deliver oral reports at the School as 
the Faculty shall prescribe.
